About 50,000 workers in nine 
southern states joined in what 
union leaders called a “fight to 
the finish” against the telephone 
company. 

Two main cables into Birming- 
ham were cut as the strikers 
staged their walkout. 


One, the New Orleans-Birming- 

ham cable,, was cut near Tus- 
caloosa. A main cable between 
Birmingham and the suburb of 
Bessmen, 12 miles south, also 
was cut.

Greyhound busses reported cap- 
aciey loads on a commuter bus run 
from the Gulfcoast to New Or: 
leans. They said this was unusual 
and was due in all probability 
to the discontinuance of the com- 
muter train. 

Train passengers in New Or- 
leans flocked to bus stations and 
airport. 

Rail spokesmen said Monday 
the trains were cancelled indef- 
initely. Forrest Bethay, spokes- 
man for the Brotherhood Union 
in New Orleans, said some 300 
workers walked off their jobs.

We, those members of the board 
referred to in that article, wish 
to make our position clear before 
the publje in” this matter. 

In seeking legislative approval 
for a bond issue, we are not 
attempting at this time to sell 
bonds. 

Since all interested persons had 
agreed that a county owned hos- 
-| pital was for the best interest 
of the people, we contacted Mr. 
Walter James Phillips to seek 
Legislation for a proposed bond 
issue to finance construction of 
such a hospital, with the know- 
ledge of ALL. MEMBERS of the 
Board. ' 

.L Johnson Shaw, President of 
the Board, gave Mr, Phillips a 
letter authorizing him to begin 
work on this legislation as the 
time element was short and the 
Legislature would not meet again 
until 1958. The Board of Super- 
visors is privileged to call an 
election of the people for a bond 
issue at any time without a Legis- 
lative act under the General Laws 
of the State. However, such elec- 
tions cost in the neighborhood of 
$3,000 and the Board hoped by 
using legislation in lieu of an 
election to save tax payers this 
amount of money when a gen- 
eral agreement had been reached. 

On Monday at the regular meet- 
ing it was the intention of this 
Board to have a resolution drawn 
up which Mr. Phillips would 
take to the Legislative body in 
Jackson. We did not stipulate 
any amount of bonds to be issued, 
but specified up to $150,000. 

One member of this board stren- 
uously objected to Mr. Phillips 
seeking this legislation: without 
calling an election of the people. 
His reasons for objecting were 
ruled out of order by the presi- 
dent of the Board .as a special 
and private bill as well as a 
General Bill will permit the board 
j to use ‘its discretion in calling 
an election "by the people. It is 
the thought of the other four 
members of this Board to call 
lan election by the people if there 
is the slightest doubt in mind as 
to the advisability of the proposed 
construction of the hospital. We 
agreed with Mr. Phillips' proposal 
‚to reduce from the usual 20% to 
'10% of the qualified electors to 
contest such a' bond issue. We 
said before it cost about $3,000 
to call an election, and the major- 
ity of this Board feels that the 
people who have elected them to 
‘office did so with the knowledge 
that to the best of our ability we 
would serve them. We cannot 
spend tax money at random cal- 
ling elections for each and every 
| discussion that arises. If we did 
80, then we would be sorely lack- 
'ing in the very qualities. that 
‘have elected us to office, namely 
| confidence in our ability to serve 
our people wisely and well We 
cannot use tax money at random 
‘and stil have sufficient funds 
to operate the county for the 
best interests of our people. 

It should also be known that 
the member of this Board who so 
strenuously objected to this leg- 
islation without calling an elec- 
tion was perfectly in accord with 
the issuance of $70,000 worth of 

bonds for the construction of 
a hospital under the Hill Burton 
Plan, without calling an election 
of the people. 

Kt is the opinion of the major- 
ity of this board that the people 
of Hancock County want a county 
financed and county operated hos- 
pital. It is also the opinion of 
the majority of the board that 
the.people vant to obtain such a 
hospital in the most economical

The amount of $150,000 was 
stipulated as the highest amount 
necessary for such a project. We 
have not received any estimates 
on a proposed county financed 
hospital from the architects as 
yet. It would be the pleasure of 
this board to construct a hospital 
for the least sum possible, and it 
may well be that such a build- 
ing can be constructed for a 
much lessor amount of money. 
We are not looking to raise taxes, 
and will strive to construct at the 
low: cost possible. We are 
definitely not looking for “a nice 
quick band issue.” We are look- 
ing for the best interests of you, 
our people, and the means where- 
by we can save you money and 
give .the best in hospital facili- 
ties.

If any person wilfully, malic- 
ióusly and feloniously sets on fire 
any woods, meadows, marsh, field 
or prairie, not his own, he shill 
be guilty of a felony and shall, 
upon conviction, be sentenced. ‘to 
the state penitentiary for not 
more than two years nor less th. 
one yéàr, or fined not lesd than 
two hufdred dollars nor more thin 
one thóusand dollars or both, in 
the discretion of the court.
